Although the Republican candidate, 
Cobb, was elected governor of Maine 
about 27,000 plurality over his 
Democratic opponent, Davis, Sept. 12, 
the managers of the’ Democratic na- 
tional campaign have found comfort in 
the fact that this figure represents a 
falling off of 7,000 in the Republican 
plurality since 1900. There were large 
Democratic gains in the manufacturing 
centers, and the Democrats gained four 
state senators, ten legislators and one 
set of ‘county officers. Nevertheless 
the Republicans say they are satisfied 
with the ‘result inasmuch as they had 
only predicted a plurality of 18,000. 
They re-elected all four members of 
congress.

The Rhode Island general assembly, 
which was summoned in extraordinary 
session by Governor Garvin Sept. 13 to 
act on certain reform measures, ad- 
journed on the same day without tak- 
ing up those measures and after issu- 
ing resolutions condemning the govern- 
or. One of the principal measures pro- 
posed was an amendment to the con- 
stitution establishing the initiative and 
referendum: It provides that 5,000 
voters may by petition propose an 


,amendment to be voted upon at. the 
i next election.

Board is ill advised and most unjust.

| If tne Board had thought itself 
; superior to public sentiment, or. the 
citizens’ wishes, then the legal opinion 
of the town counsel yery clearly sets 
them right. He tells them in few 
t words that only by the expressed will 
of the voters of the town can the town 
water be disposed of to Lawrence, and 
for the present there the matter rests. 
We can think of no better place for it 
to end than right where it is. Thus 
| far, in an extended line of interviews, 
the Townsman has been unable to find 
a single citizen (outside of the Board) 
who approves the proposition, but- on 
the contrary a most indignant protest 
is almost universal. j 

The Board of Public Works is com- 
posed of five of the most. highly es 
teemed citizens of the town. They 
serve without compensation, and possess 
the full confidence of the community, 
but they are no more immune from 
criticism than any other public officials. 
They are administering their trust for 
| the citizens ef Andover, and if they 
shall have better appreciation of this 
‘truth out.of the unfortunate incident 
| now in such good shape for closing, it 
will have been an incident of great 
value to everybody concerned. 

It cannot be denied that there have 
been many charges made against the 
administration of these iniportant town 
| departments, ‘which the present dis: 
| cussion has only. served: to “fan to, full 

flame. The honesty of *no@ man, is im- 
pugned in them, but fhe methods are 
| subject to very severe “criticism. If a 
special town meeting. is called, with the

THEOLOGIGAL SEMINARY 


The Seminary opened at 3 o’clock on 
Wednesday, begitining its 97th year. 
All of the professors were present, and 
two new instructors, Mr. Rockwell and 
Dr. Hocking: also Dr. Gates, instructor 
and assistant librarian; the students, 
new, and old, and visiting friends and 
clergymen, The services were con- 
ducted by Professor Day, who spoke in- 
formally upon the several aspects and 
opportunities of student life, and Jed in 
the devotional exercises, During the 
summer the dormitory chiefly in use, 
Bartlet Hall, has been equipped with 
bath rooms by the Samaritan society ;

Andover 
friends ofthe Seminary will hail this 
spirit of good will with satisfaction, and 
will see the timeliness of helping the 
good work forward. 


Sunday Vesper Services at Phillips.

Sneak Thieves at Phillips. 


For the past few days the authorities 
at Phillips academy have been troubled 
by a thief or thieves who at two separate 
times have stolen valuables belonging to 
students and to the academy.

COMMUNICATION. — 


Editor of the Andover Townsman: 


Dear Sir: No doubt I was as much 
astonished in reading the communication 
of Mr. A. L. Ripley in last week’s issue 
of your paper, as he was in the supposed 
action of the Board of Public Works in 
regard to offering water to the city of 
Lawrence. As I was not present at the 
regular meeting this month, can throw 
no light on that subject, only to assure 
the citizens of this town that they need 
not fear a water famine. Messrs. Crafts 


and Forbes in their report to the town 


on water supply in 1888 say this, ‘*Call- 
ing the area of Haggetts pond 200 acres, 
one inch of water in depth will give a 
storage of 5,445,000 gals., and about two 
feet in depth will furnish storage for 
more than 180 days’ supply when the re- 
quirements amount to 750,000 gals. daily, 
and with adraft of 1,000,000 gals. daily 
there would go to waste 162,980,500 gals. 
during the months of February, March, 
April and May.’” As our requirements 
are less than 600,000 gals. daily at this 
time, there is no prospect of a shortage. 
In my observation of the pond since 
1889 Ihave never seen it when water 
was not passing through the outlet. 

His other insinuations are misleading 
and unjust, and show a woful ignorance 
of the true condition of affairs of which 
he writes. The Board of Water Com- 
missioners and their successors have 
tried every feasible method to improve 
the condition of the water whenever it 
The 
State Board of Health requiregseveral 
times a year, sales of water from 
every public supply .in the state, and.as 
all pond sources are troubled more or 
less. with Alyae, some far worse than 
ours, they have been experimenting 
with these and many other conditions of 
wa ge ppd the. pollution which such 
iG ie 
failed to find “Shy wauislactory tek; 
for the odor and sometimes bad taste 
arising from this vegetable growth. They 
offer no remedy which they advise this 
town to adopt. A solution of copper 
will in some measure improve the con- 
dition such as occurred last spring, but 
as the State Board has asserted, every 
time that the water as drawn from the 
pipes even with an odor or unpleasant 
taste was perfectly harmless, it was not 
deemed best to use it, fearing that the 
remedy might be worse than the disease. 

The writer. is sorry that the gentle- 
man is not satisfied with the accounting 
as practised by the Board of Public 
Works and they no doubt would gladly 
remedy the defects if they knew how to 
do it.. In 1890, when the Water, Com- 
missioners issued their first report, 
everything that had transpired in regard 
to the system during the year, all con- 
tracts, ete., which were thought to be 
of interest to the citizens, was placed 
before them. That report showed all 
receipts of whatever name or nature 
even to the sale of old junk, and every 
dollar paid out was as minutely itemized. 
This policy has been pursued and a sim- 
ilar report rendered each year since that 
time, and if it is not plain to the citizens 
no one regrets it more than the writer.

The Final Crop Reports. 

The government's final estimate on 
the condition of the wheat crop of the 
country, which was issued Sept. 10, in- 
dicates a harvest of about 540,000,000 
bushels, the smallest yield since 1900, 
when the crop amounted to 522,000,000, 
and 100,000,000 bushels under that of a 
year ago. The great decrease in the 
yield, some 100,000,000 bushels, is due 
to rust and blight in three great pro- 
ducing states, North and South Dakota 
and Minnesota, 

The government's report on the con- 
dition of the corn crop on Sept. 1 is 
much more favorable than that in 
Wheat, showing a condition of $4.6, less 
than three points under Aug. 1, and 
indicating a yield of  2,491,803,000 
bushels, whieh is 250,000,000 bushels 
over that of 1903. 

The oat crop is reckoned by the gov- 
ernment at about 865,320,000 bushels, 
which compares with a crop of 7S84,- 
094,000 bushels in 1903. ‘The crops of 


barley and rye improved over their 
August condition and promise fair 
yields.

Lawrence loses one of its oidesi, 
and most highly respected wae 
zens.

been at the head of the famous enter- 
prise which bears his name and whicit 
has by its products spread the fame of 
the city all over the world. 
» John H. Horne was born in Strat- 
ham, N. H., in 1829. He served an ap- 
prenticeship as a blacksmith and when 
he was 16 years of age he came to 
Lawrence and assisted in the work of 
sharpening the drills and tools used. in 
the construction of the dam. That 
done he went to Rockland, Me., and 
plied his trade there, removing a few 
years ljater to Medfield where in 1863 
he started the business which has since 
made his name known throughout the 
world. ., : Z 

In 1871 Mr. Horne returned to Law- 
rence and established his business in a 
shop near the present site of the Rus- 
sell Paper mills. In 1882 constantly in- 
creasing orders necessitated larger 
quarters and he removed from _ the 
little 20x40 ft, structure to a new build- 
ing 40x200 ft. in dimensions, near Davis 
Iron foundry. Five years later the 
present big plant in South Lawrence 
was built. The business continues 
to grow and still more additions are to 
be made to the plant, which is already 
unsurpassed in point of equipment and 
arrangement by any in the country. 

The machinery made by the com- 
pany has not only been’ placed 
in the leading mills of this country and 
Canada, but also in the manufactories 
of nearly every country on the globe, 
their foreign agencies being located in 
London, England, and Tokio, Japan. 

The growth of the concern is due 
principally to the ‘genius and_ inde- 
fatigable industry of its founder. 
He has been ahly assisted by 
his sons, but during the forty years 
that he had been at the head of the 
enterprise he himself had directed the 
policy in a way that showed remark- 
able business acumen; add to this his 
skill as a machinist and his genius as 


an inventor, and the cause of the 
success of the J. H. Horne & Sons 
Company is easily = seen. This 


success has been the reward of patient 
and unwearied devotion to the task cf 
trained scientific and mechanical abil- 
ity, of large expenditures commensur- 
ate with the large ends in view, of an 
intelligent, almost prophetic perception 
oY the advancing wants of the age and 
of a noble spirit and pride in the honor 
of his establishment. 

Mr. Horne invented patents for pa- 
per making machinery which have rev- 
olutionized the business and which will 
live for years as monuments of his 
genius. 

Mr. Horne was a typical example of 
the self-made man, for it was through 
his own efforts that he rose from a 
blacksmith at the forge to be president 
of a company,that-is one of the fore- 
most in its line and has. a worldwide 
reputation. Aa) ; : 

He took an active interest in the 2f- 
fairs of the city, but never sought 
tuplic office. He was a,model employ- 
er,~always being able to keep the good 


will and arouse the interest of all whd' 


worked for him.. He expected consci- 
entious work on the part of his em- 
ployes and was quick to recognize and 
reward merit and faithfulness. 

He has contributed large sums to 
charity, but his good work has heen 
done in a most unostentatious manner. 

In 1850 Mr. Horne married Emma 
Ann Frost of this city and for more 
than fifty years they lived together 
happily, making Lawrence their home 
the greater part of the time. Mrs. 
Horne died Oct. 13, 1900, and since that 
time Mr. Horne had been gradually 
failing in health. Her loss was a great 
blow to him. He continued to control 
his large business interests, but as his 
strength failed he began gradually to 
relinquish his office duties. There 
seemed to be no particular disease. a 
general breaking down of the system 
causing his decline. s 

Mr. Horne was prominent

ELECTRIC CAR BLOWN TO ATOMS | Bowes, Pleasant street, Melrose, slight; 


AT MELROSE, 


MELROSE, Sept. 21—An outward 
‘bound electric car, well loaded with 
people, was blown to pieces at 8.o'clock 
tonight near the corner of Wyoming 
and Main street. Six people were 


killed outright, several more fatally 
injured and at least 15 received severe 
wounds. 

It is thought that the car struck a 
charge of dynamite left on the track 
as the front portion was blown in every 
airection, the front dashboard being 
hurled more than 50 feet. The motor- 
man, Rowe, was among the killed. The 
immediate vicinity presented a fearful 
spectacle and the ground was strewn 


with fragments of the bodies of the 
killed. 
So great was the force of the ex- 


plosion that two’ men standing in the 
deer. of a_ store 0 feet away ‘were 
severely injured by the flying pieces, 
white every window within a radius, of 
a quarter of a mile was broken. 

The car contained mostly working- 
men on their way to their homes in 
this’city, but among the dead was a 
womarm and her babe. 

At 9 o'clock tonight but few of the 
dead had been identified, while in the 
confusion it “Was impossible at the 
timé to obtain a list of the .injured. 
The explosion was heard for a long 
distance and<as soon as those in the 
immediate vicinity had recovered from 
the.effects of the. térrible concussion 
they rushed to the scene ofthe acci- 
dent...The sight was appalling. The 
ground. "was covered, with torn and 
Writhing forms of the injured, .many 
of whom were shriéking with pain. 
All the doctors in the city were sum- 
moned and. others. called. .from_ the 
nearby cities of Medford, Everett and 
Malden, as well as some from Boston. 
The...severely _ injured -were tenderly 
lifted into wagons, carriages and. auto- 
mobiles ayd those who seemed ‘to be 
able to survive “their injurfés were 
taken to theshospitats,of Melrose and 
Malden, 

Others whd' ar cared to be 


at the 


7 point of death were removed to near- 
bY houses, while the police began the 
P work of collecting the dead. 


Within 15 aminutes afteg#the acci- 
dent a crowd of two or three thou- 
sarid ,;people were swarnfing over the 
scene, -Kelatives and friénds of those. 


on the wrecked carewere rushing’ about 
“trying 


to. find ‘théir . missing ~pnes 
while-many others who thought*/that 
some of thei families. might possibly 
have been on the car were equally- 
excited, : 

At half past nine“tonight, the police 
had but ohe theory as to the accident, 
which was that some person had jin- 
tentionadly or unintentionally left a 
large stteékvof dynamite on the track. 

It is believed that the explosive was 
on the left hand rail, as the front 
dashbuard and fender were found 50 
feet away ofthe left hand side of the 
track. * 

The car was No, 14 Of the Boston & 
Northern railroad. It was a closed car 
about 40 feet long, equipped with a 
vestibule on both front and rear. The 
car left the subway in Boston at 7 
o'clock and was making the usual 
time to this city. There were a large 
number of people on the car when it 
left Boston, but several got off at Mal- 


den and at the little streets beyond. 

Early reports as to the number on 
the car when it neared Wyoming ave- 
nue were confusing, but it was gen- 
erally stated that there were 30 at 
least on board, 

That the front Wheel of the car 
miust have struck the explosive was 
shown by the fact that it was the 


front of the car that had suffered the 
most and it was in‘that part” of the 
car that the deaths occurred, The cor- 
ductor, who stood on the rear platform 
was rot injured in thé least ana about 


19 feet of the rear end“remained tn- 
tact. 

At 10.30 tonight the police announced 
that the cause of the wreck was the 


striking of a 50 pound box of dynamite 
which had fallen from an express wa- 
gon just ahead of the car. The express 
wagon was driven by Roy Fenton, who 
discovered that the box had dropped 
off and rushed back to take it ‘off the 
track, but before he got within 109 
yards of the box the car had struck it 
and was blown up. Fenton was taken 
to the police station but It was said 
that he was not under arrest. 

At 11 o'clock tonight the following 
eead had been identified: Dr. Malcolm 
FE. MeLennan, Melrose Highlands, F 
BB. Havnes. Fairmount street. Mel- 
rose, Winfield Rowe, Saugus, motor- 
man: F. A. Stowe 848 East Fifth 
elreet, Roston. died at Melrése hos- 
rital: Fred TD.
